LONDON, Nov. 16.—Gen. Merritt, lately in command at Ma- 


nila, haa read the interesting complaint againat the American offi- 


cials in the Philippines, addressed by the Philippine Junta at Hong 


Kong to President McKinley. 
Gen. Merritt refers to the Filipinos 


as "children." He says it is impossible to establish an independ- 


ent government in the Island; that they must have some firmer co. 


lonial government, similar to tho British colonial government. Re- 


garding the complaint oE Filipinos, the General says: 


"It was impossible to recognize the insurgents, and I made it 


a point not do so, as I know it would lend to complications. Ad- 


miral Dewey, after my arrival, pursued the same course. 
What 


was done before is not for me to comment on. 
Talking with lead- 


ing Filipinos I told them that tho United States had no promises to 


make, but they might be assured that tho United States would 


treat them fairly. 
This waa because the United States is in habit 


dealing fairly with all struggling people and not because I had 


been authorized to say anything of the kind. 


"Wo purposely did not give notice of our attack on Manila be- 


cause it was feared they might loot and plunder, and possibly mur- 


dor.

The cloM< of the century discloses for 


the first time in the world'* history a 
prnclidil purju^e to deiiloyi the re- 
(ruirei'S of the Arctic circle, suys Les- 
Ik-'s Weekly. The discovery of !/old in 
tho Klondike lias sent a flood of Immi- 
grants into a territory which wn» sup- 
posi-d 1o he almost uninhabitable. And 
now scientists of Great I'.i it.liu are nil.Ic- 
ing a careful im estimation of enormous 
lit posits- of iron ore, sonic distance.fiom 
Ktocldiulin, Kuedi n, within the aiea in- 
cluded in the Arctic circle. These new 
oro lieldht uro apparently of limitless 
extent nnd of tlie ifrcatost posKiblo 
laluc to the iron indnatry of Great 
lirltnln, which is rapidly finding itsolJ 
unable tu compete with the cheap pi od- 
nets of Amoriuin me. These Swedish 
deposits are said to be among the most 
uiln.iblt: cvel discovered on either con- 
tinent. 


Following the discovery of gold in 


Alaska, this may be t ikeu as an Indica- 
tion that the mineral wealth of the 
Arctic regions may ultimately lead to 
Ihc efctablhhinciit of a large population 
In thoie pal Is of the world nearest tho 
north polo, which have hitherto been 
little explored, because of their inhoM- 
iltable climate. An ingenious philoso- 
pher ha; outlined the theory that the 
precjIouK metals of the world will be 
found iu greatest abundance iu the 
Arctic regions, because, when the world 
was a molton muss, revolving on itn 
axis, the tendency of all metals was, 
naturally, toward the axis or tho poles, 
an<l that when tJie pljstic mass solidi- 
fied the gold and silver were concen- 
trated near the poles.
